The crv begins again, and Wuitechapel 
will be" invaded by an army of curious 
people and parolled by hundreds of po- 
lice who cannot see, hear or think 
Late this evening it was learned that

On the 
1st of July William Hedrick and my- 
self, with a light wagon and our camp- 
ing outfit, drove siltyfiie miles to the 
end of the wagon road, where we 
joined a party of gentlemen bound for 
the same locality.

Here we had to wait several daya, as 


the Fourth of July intervened, and as 
our company had not completed all their 
arrangements for starting. On the 7th 
thirteen of us mounted our horses, with 
tho pack mules in front. We took Mr. 
Barton with us as guide, and we found 
him to be of very great value to us, he 
being a genial gentleman.

We encamped in Jackass valley and 


found a white frost in the morning cov- 
ering the ground.

THURSDAY'S ACCOUNT.

James W. Douglass, the night clerk of 


the RUBS House, and E. H. Wilcomb, a 
REPUBLICAN printer, made a thorough 
search of the hotel, and failed to find any 
tracer of fire. 


Mr. Wilcouib then went to the rear ol 


the hotel and saw through the cracks ol 
the adjoining stables tbat the loft was 
Iu a blaze.
